lecbtrss About Cape Horn. 
London, Aug. 15. — The British ship 
North, Captain Nowsomo, lias arrived at 
Sligo from Portland, Or. Tho vessel reports 
that on Juno 11, in latitudo 41 south, longi- 
tude 37 west, 8ho passed two enormous ice- 
bergs, while many more were visible ahead. 
Tho North sailed north with a solid ice 
barrier, tho bergs ranging from 20 to 200 
feet high, while the open water was filled 
with great quantities of broken ice. At 10 
o'clock on the night of Juno 11, the vessel 
was cntiroly surrounded by ice, and it was 
feared that she would ha crushed, but 
fortunately, toward morning the wind 
changed and enabled her to clear the bergs. 
Sho had many marvelous escapes from de- 
struction. The bergs formed a breakwater 
fifty miles long, and resembled a largo 
volcanic island. This report of the North's 
bears out the reports from other vessels 
from around Capo Horn, that tho ice drift 
from tho Atlantic Ocean this season is uu- 
precedentod, and that it has reached tho 
most northerly point ever known. 

IliiK.Hla Secure* «lic I'anilr. 

Bomiiay, Aug. 15.— It is reported in 
Gilgit that tho Pamirs havo been ceded to 
Russia. No confirmation can be obtained. 
In case the cession has been made, Russia 
now commands the five passes leading 
across tho Hindoo Koosh. 

A Breach or TrciKy. 

BERLIK, Aug. 15.— According to reliable 
diplomatic information, received here, China 
has addressed a strong representation to 
Russia, protesting against tho occupation of 
the Pamir country by Russians as a breach 
of tho treaty of Lividia, which fixed the 
frontier 100 miles nortli of Aktash, where 
tho Russians aro encamped. The Governor 
of Chinese Turkestan has sent troops to pro- 
tect the frontier. 

To lie I.odccd nt Ilie Vatican. 

Rome, Aug. 10. — The Pope has' decided 
to lodge at the Vatican all pilgrims who 
come to Rome to attend the Episcopal 
jubilee. They will bo lodged and fed at his 
expense. 

Three Hundred Yearn Ago. 

Antwerp, Aug. 16.— The Land-Juaneol 
procession, in imitation of a similar demon- 
stration hero, .'iOO years ago, was held, yes- 
terday. More than .'5,000 persons took 
part in it. The costumes alono ost 500,000 
francs. Foriy-fi/o lloats carried historical 
tableaux, and each float was preceded by a 
band. The procession will ho repeated, to- 
morrow, and next Sunday. 

The roiie'n Jubilee. 

Rome, Aug. 15. — It is announced that on 
tho occasion of tho Episcopal Jubilee of 
tho Pope, next year, there will be seven 
hundred priestly pilgrims from the 
United States, besides many hundreds from 
other parts of North America and from 
South America, attended by numerous 
bishops aad archbishops. They are ex- 
pected to reach Homo in April. 

An Ecclesiastical rronngnnrin. 

Rome, Aug. 10.— The Clerical Central 
Committee urges the Catholic societies 
throughout Italy to oppose the Liberals 
vigorously in the elections, as a return for 
the outrages inflicted upon the Church by 
tua Liberals. 

The I.uneuasc Question In Bussla, 

St. Petersburg, Aug. 10. — The Govern- 
ment has decided that the children of Polish 
workingmen and peasants shall be educated 
entirely in tho Russian tongue, and no 
other. 

Carnegie Hero of a Novel. 

London, Aug. 10. — William Black, tho 
novelist, is tuking Audrow Caruegio as tho 
model for the hero in a novel he is prepar- 
ing. Tho novelist was with Camegio in his 
coaching tour through tho Highlands. 

Cah fltrlke In Paris. 

Paris, Aug. 10. — Nine-tenths of tho cab- 
men have joined the strike. Hundreds of 
cabmen are also quitting work. There has 
been no disorder. Tho city is suffering great 
inconvenience and loss of money, as tourists 
are leaving the hotels in considerable num- 
bers, ou account of the difficulty in getting 
equipages.

Hnmbnrs'i Exposition. 

BERLIN, Aug. 10. — A committee has been 
formed in Hamburg to consider plans tor an 
exhibition hero in 1897 or 1898. Soveral 
million marks have been guaranteed already 
for tho enterprise. Whether tho exhibition 
will bo National or International in scope, 
has not been docided. Probably 1S97 will 
be selected as the date, as in that year will 
occur the hundredth anniversary of the 
birth of Emperor William. 

Hall Steamer Fired On. 

PARIS, Aug. 10. — Advices from Dahomey 
stato that tho French gunboat Heron, one 
of tho blockading squadron, off tho coast of 
Dahomey fired three times on Saturday on 
tho African mail steamship Boma. The 
Heron sighted tho Boma off Grand Popo 
and signalled to her to stop. The Boma 
continued on her courHe and the Commander 
of the Heron opened fire. Tho Boma then 
slowed up and tho Frenchman came within 
luiiling distance. Tho commander of the 
Heron demanded tho papers of tho Boma 
pretending to believe that she carried con- 
traband articles to Dahomey. The captain 
of tho Boma protested, but eventually 
showed his papers. The matter has been 
reported to the Governor of Logos. Tho 
latest news from Dahomey inditates that 
Colonel Dodds intends to inflict exemplary 
punishment on King Bohunziu. From tho 
lino of march between Porto Novo and 
Abomoy devastation will be spread right 
aud left and Abomey will be burned. Tho 
decisivo accion oi the campaign is expected 
to take place at Kanagome where Bohanzin 
has his military camp. According to last 
accounts when defeated, Bohanzin will (leu 
probably to tho npper river, if not poisoned 
by his priests in deference to tho tradation 
that a king of Dahomey must never be con- 
quered. Colonel Dodds commands 3,000 
men, so Bohanzin's defeat is a foregone con- 
clusion. The expedition from Wydah for 
Zobodomo is under Commander Kiou. 

Itumcd to Heath In a Itoat. 

DUBLIN, Aug. 10. — At Limerick, yester- 
day, a boat with three persons on hoard 
was moored in the harbor. The three 
turned in, and went to sleep, leaving tho 
fire in the cooking stove. Tho firo sot the 
boat ablazo, and all were burned to death. 
The boat and curgo were also destroyed. 

iBelKlan miners Fight. 

Paris, Aug. 10.— The troublo among the 
French miners in the Pas do Calais district, 
owing to the employment of Belgian miners, 
culminated in a pitched battle between a 
number of Frenchmen and tho Belgians. 
Revolvers were drawn and shots exchanged. 
Soveral men on both sides wero injured. 
Tho gondarmes wero promptly on the sceno 
and succeeded in restoring order. 

French Imperialists. 

Paris, Aug. 10.— The anniversary of the 
Napoleon Fete was yesterday celebrated by 
a great banquet, attended by about 500 Im- 
perialists. M. Eugening, member of the 
Chamber of Deputies, presided and made a 
speech in which ho attacked Jewish finan- 
ciers and the plutocracy. Amid cries of 
"VibeVEmpire, "A bas Its juifs," those 
present adopted a resolution declaring that 
the Imperialists at tho elections would vote 
only for candidates who demanded tho elec- 
tion of the pr"sident by a plebiscite. 

AGROUND InTi'IIE RAPIDS. 

Serious Accident to n St. Lawrence Excursion 
Steamer. 

(Special to tho Colonist.) 
MONTREAL, Aug. 10. — A fearful tragody 
was narrowly escaped, yesterday afternoon, 
when the Richelieu and Ontario Navigation 
Company's new Bteamcr Columbian ground- 
ed in the middle of tho Cedar rapids, just 
opposite Vaudreuil. These rapids have the 
reputation of being the worst in the chain, 
and the escape of the passengers from in- 
stant death by drowning was, indeed, mir- 
aculous. The Columbian, which was on her 
way from Kingston to Montreal, had about 
200 tourists aboard. They were all Bafely 
landed, but the steamer is still aground, and 
attempts are being mado to get hor afloat, 
with every prospect of success.

COLUMBUS IN OPERA. 

Critique of the Play as Rehearsed at the Ex- 
plorer's Birthplace. 

London, Aug. 10. — Tho rehearsals of 
Franchette's now grand opera, "Columbus," 
havo begun in tho Genoa Opera House. Tho 
opera will be produced for tho first tiir.o on 
October 1st as tho climax of the Columbian 
celebration. Persona who attended tho re- 
hearsals of the last few days say that the 
opera probably will bu pronounced the com- 
poser's finest work. It is in threo 
acts. Tho first represents the departure of 
Columbus, the second the voyage, tho 
mutiny and tho discovery of America. The 
third, the death of Columbus. The second 
act is scenically tho finest. Tho concave 
background of tho stage will bo so arranged 
as to represent iu quick and smooth succes- 
sion the views from tho moving ships. Day- 
break and sunset at sea will be produced 
by entirely new stage mechanism. Tho 
mutiny, in which the heavy action of 
tho opera reaches in climax, breaks out 
at sunset. Tho sailors aro at prayer on 
deck. Tho " Hymn of Praise," one of the 
gems of tho operu, is at lit at uninterrupted, 
then curses are heurd, low at first, but grad- 
ually increasing in volume uutil thoy 
drown tho Hymn. In describing the meet- 
ing the music is said to incorporate tho 
finest work ever done by Franchcttc. 
After quelling tho disorder, Columbus ap- 
pears on tho ship's bridge and a moment 
later cannon Bhots announce the discovery 
of tho now continent. It has not yet been 
determined who will fill the mlr of Columbus, 
Soveral tenorfl will essay tho part in rehear; 
sala before tho final decision will bo reached.

All Reforms Apparently to be Sacri- 
ficed Except Home Rule 
for Ireland. 

London, Aug. 10. — Mr. Gladstono ex- 
presses himself to his .intimate friends ub 
delighted with the way in which tho Queen 
received and treated him at Osborne House. 
Without doing anything to indicate that 
he needed any special consideration on 
account of the infirmities of age, she con- 
trived, in many ways, to minister to hia 
comforts, and to make his journey ub little 
fatiguing as possible. This afternoon Mr. 
and Mrs. Gladstone attended tho wedding 
of Mary, daughter of Lord Granville, to 
Hugh Morrison, and later Mr. Gladstone 
conferred with Sir Win. Vernon Harcourt, 
Karl Spencer, Lord Roseberry, John Morley 
and five other men chosen as his Ministry. 
He informed them of the Queen's accept- 
ance of their names, and tho official list of 
the Ministers was at once issued. The con- 
ference lasted two hours and a half. There 
is no doubt that Henry Labouehcre feels 
slighted in not having been invited to any 
oflico. It is understood that Mr. Gladstono 
induced a court friend to sound tho Queen 
aa to whether she would accept Mr. La 
bouchere, and that Her Majesty dismissed 
tho subject so curtly that it was not con 
sidered politic for Mr. Gladstono himself 
to auggcBt the radical editor's appointment. 
The ubsence of the progressive olementfrom 
the cabinet is being commented upon un 
favorably by the moro advanced section of 
tho Liberals. Some uneasiness is felt lest this 
presages the sacrifice of all reforms except 
the particular one of Irish Home Rule, which 
Mr. Gladstone has so much at heart. It is 
believed that the Premier himself was desir- 
ous of having new blood among his col- 
leagues, but yielded to tho advice of old 
friends and associates who did not share hia 
views on this point.

CARLSBAD'S TRAGEDY. 



Young Crocker made no effoifc to escape. 
He acknowledged hia crime, but 
seomed to have no conception of 
what he had done. Ho talked incoherently 
and occasionally became violent, shouting 
that ho had dono right, and threatening 
everybody who approached him. He was 
examined by physicians and by them pro- 
nounced to ho hopelessly insane. Tlioro is 
no doubt, they say, that hia approaching 
madness has shown symptoms for some 
time, and at the time of the murder had 
suddenly developod. Many Americans are 
stopping at Carlsbad, and the murder has 
cast a deep gloom over tho col- 
ony. At Koenig's Villa overy effort 
has been mado to suppress the 
details for fear that the tragedy may rnin 
tho property for the season. Tho police 
have been instructed to observe the strict- 
est reticence, and littlo more than tho bare 
facts of the murder can be obtained. The 
servants at the Koenig's villu.howevor, have 
spread tho details of tho erimo through the 
English speaking colony. About 20 Ameri- 
cnuB, who had gono to hatha for three or 
four wcoks, left to-day, in consequence of 
the tragody.

An .American Lady Who Had Gone 
for Health and Rest 
Murdered. * 



Her Son, Who Had Become Hopelessly 
Insane. Choked Her to 
Death. 



Berlin, Aug. 10. — Mrs. Alice Crocker, 
of Chicugo, was strangled by her son, 1'i 
years old, in her apartments in the Koe- 
nig's Villa in Carlsbad, ou Monday. Young 
Crocker ia in an asylum. Mrs. Crocker and 
her son came to Carlsbad some time ago at 
tho end of a tour through Western Europe. 
They apparently were on the best of terms 
when they arrived. Young Crocker waa 
with his mother almost constantly when 
she took the waters. On Friday tho laud- 
lord of tho Koenig's Villa says young 
Crocker behaved peculiarly. He went 
out a short way from the villa soveral 
times in neglige costume, onco without a 
hat, collar or necktie. When asked whether 
ho was ill, he said ho wanted moro air and 
somebody iu the house was trying to suffo- 
cate him. At dinner ho complained that 
his letter of credit had given out and that 
ho must ruiso money immediately. This 
oxcited surpriso, 0,3 a friend who had been 
at tho bank with him in tho afternoon, 
said that he drew an exceptionally 
large sum, of which ho had spent very 
little. In tho evening Crocker was erratic 
in his behavior and was heard talking loud- 
ly and bitterly to his mother. On Friday 
night and Saturday night he left tho house 
luto and was not seen to return, although a 
coachman suys he saw him coming in ap- 
parently drunk at '.i o'clock. On Monday 
young Crocker complained of a pain iu his 
head, but otherwise seemed usually well. 
He talked with several acquaintances on 
tho front verandah as to his mother's 
plana for the rest of their time in 
Europe. Then he jumped up and said : 
"That reminds me I must seo mothor at 
once, or it will be too lato." He hastened 
off to Mrs. Crocker's apartments, and re- 
mained thero an hour. Shortly after he 
had left hia acquaintances, ho was heard 
talking angrily, but nothing was thought of 
this, aa ho had been irritable for soveral 
days. A few minutes after, something fell 
heavily in Mrs. Crocker's bod room. A 
chambermaid heard groans, but supposed 
that Mrs. Crocker had been taken ill. 

Persons going to see Mrs. Crocker later, 
found her dead on tho floor with tho marks 
of her son's fingers in her throat. Her 
clothes wero not torn, nor was her hair 
more than slightly rullled. Evidently bIio 
had been taken by surprise by her Bon's 
attack, and had littlo opportunity to 
atrugglo before becoming unconscious,

Tho Allen arrived, this 
morning, having mado the trip in one 
hundred and thirty-three dayt. VVhen 
rounding tho Horn tho Allen was struck by 
a hurricane. Heavy seas washed over her, 
carrying away everything moveable on deck. 
Tho cargo was shifted, and with & heavy 
list to port, the ship flew along over and 
through the waves under bare poles. 
Finally the storm abated, and the crew be- 
gan to right tho shifted cargo. It took 
them eight days, working day and night, to 
get it back into its original condition. 
The members of the crow charge Captain 
Merriman, his son, tho iirBt inato, and 
accond mate, Crocker, with brutal treat- 
ment. 



MORE CONTRABAND. 

A Hundred Tins of Opium Found on Board 
the Steamer Michlkun. 

San Francisco, Aug. 10.— The customs 
inspectors captured a hundred five-taol lins 
of opium on the steamer Michigan to-day 
aud8eized the drug. It was found in tho 
fore part of the vessel and had been snugly 
stowed away. Some of it hud been placed 
in tho chain locker which contained a false 
botton. The Michigan arrived from De- 
parture Bay yesterday.

The C. I'.R. ure replacing the old wooden 
bridge over the Oquitlam river, ut the 
Junction, with a lino steel structure, which 
it is expected will resist the strongest force 
brought against it by the ruging waters of 
tho stream. 

News wus received, to-day, of the death 
of H. P. Cornwall, of Ashcroft. The do- 
ceased gentleman was a brother of Hon. C. 
F. Cornwall, formerly Lieut.-Governor of 
the Province. He was a native of England, 
and came to tho province a number of years 
ago and settled at Ashcroft, where he en- 
gaged in cattle ranching. Ha had been ill 
tor some time past and died yesterday even- 
ing. He was attended, at his death, by 
Bishop Sillitoe. 

Rev. T. L. Spencer, of Thorold, Ontario, 
who has been visiting tho district, went 
to Victoria yesterday, and from thero will 
proceed to Nanaimo and Vancouver, and 
theuco to tho interior to^visit a number of 
Church of England missions. Mr. Spen- 
cer will next visit tho various missions of 
the Northwest and then proceed to Eng- 
land, where he will lecture fivo times each 
week and preach three sermons every Sun- 
day for three months on mission work in 
the Northwest and British Columbia. Rev. 
Mr. Spencer is engaged to do this work for 
the society for the Propagation of the 
Gospel iu connection with the Church of 
England. 

A well dressed middle-aged -woman named 
Winthorp, arrived from Seattle last even- 
ing by the Groat Northern in search of her 
daughter, who had left home about two 
weeks ago. With tho assistance of the po- 
lice, tho daughter was found in one of the 
disreputablo houses in the swamp, where 
she had been leading a life of infamy since 
she camo here. Tho unfortunate girl gladly 
consented to go home, and a most affecting 
reconciliation followed between the mother 
and daughter. Tho girl's story is a sad one. 
She was married in July last, and secured a 
dirorco from her husband in March for 
cruolty. Then sho gradually sank into a 
life of shame, and finally camo to Westmin- 
ster, where she entered tho house from 
which she was rescued last evening. The 
mother and daughter left for Seattle this 
morning.

Nanaisio, Aug. 10.— At a meeting of the

street uud will march to the E. &. N. rail- 
road crossing, where they will be met by a 
contingent from Northfield. Tho procession 
will then march to the Caledonian picnic 
grounds lor speeches and npotts. 

A dinner was given last evening by Mr. 
J. Richards, proprietor of tho Hotel Wil- 
son. The cuisine is presided over by a 
S"ronch chef. 

■J. lie passengers by the Queen yesterduy 
enjoyed themselves in a general ramble 
around the city. Through the kindness of 
Mr. Robins they wero permitted to ram- 
ble through his gardens, and in the evening 
the Nanaimo silver cornet band marched 
down to tho wharf and serenaded the vis- 
itors for a couple of hours. 

Tho schools wero reopened hero yester- 
day, and the attendance was larger than at 
any previous reopening.

Steflin grabbed him and had some 
dilliculty in taking tho weapon from him. 
ConstableGibbs arrested the man and locked 
him up. In his pocket was found an empty 
box of "Rough on Rats" and a letter ad- 
dressed "To whom it may concern," stating 
that he intended taking \m life becaiiuu he 
was drinking too hard.

UGLY STRIKERS. 

The Erie and Lehigh Railway System Disor- 
dered By Trouhlenomo Employes. 

Buffalo, N. Y., Aug. 10. — The striking 
switchmen in tho Erie and Lehigh Valloy 
railroad yards continued liring freight trains 
and delaying travol by opening switches 
(lairing yesterday. The officials of tho two 
roads estimate the damugo dono by tho 
strikers at from §50,000 to §100,000. It 
was nearly threo o'clock this morning when 
tho militia reached tho scono of riot and dis- 
order in tho Erio and Lohigh Valley yards, 
beyond East Buffalo. Awed no doubt by 
tho appearanco of tho troops at so early an 
hour of tho morning, the strikors went 
away without disturbance. Tho track on 
both sides of tho lino for half a mile is 
guarded by soldiers, whilo tho balanco of 
the regiments are holding their camp 
with stacked rifles ready for any emergency. 
The situation, this morning, has a decidedly 
serious look. Tho military is in control of 
all tho yards of tho road. Tho strikers 
have been drinking, and are as ugly as any 
body of men can bo. They say they will 
not permit any men brought hero by the 
roads to go to work, and that if any at- 
tempt is niudo to put thorn iu the yards, 
they will be killed. When the new men 
are put to work, which will probably be 
to-day, they will be under tho protection of 
tho militia. They will work under covor 
of rilles and bayonets. Sheriff Beck has 
iissured tho railroads that they will huvo all 
protection that can bo given thorn. Up to 
10:110 o'clock, this morning, neither sido had 
made any advuuee, and the situation is ono 
of waiting. 

Nkw York, Aug. 10 — Everything is 
quiet in tho Jersey City yards of the Erio 
and Western Railroad, to-day, and all 
trains are leaving on scheduled time. Thero 
is no evidence that tho strike is troubling 
the road. Tho officials of tho road in Jer- 
sey City feel sure that there will bo no 
strike at this end of tho line. They say 
tho employees aro treated in the best possi- 
ble manner, and tho officers have their as- 
surance that they will not strike. Ono of 
tho switchmen said this morning: "We 
have everything we desiro and would have 
no cause for striking. Further, by far tho 
greater number of tho men are not associ- 
ated with tho strikers in any organization. 
Most of us aro Brotherhood Trainmen, 
while it is the Switchmen's Mutual Aid 
Association of North America that is strik- 
ing in Buffalo." 

CHOLERA IN RUSSIA. 

Indications That it Has Been Checked— The 
Disease Invades 
Persia. 

St. Petersburg, Aug. 15. — It is officially 
announced that cholera is disappearing in 
Nijni Novgorod. Tho number of fresh 
cases is daily lessening, and tho mortality is 
small. The cholera situation is more favor- 
able here. Yestorday only twelve deaths 
wero reported. Official reports show that 
throughout tho infested districts tho daily 
average is S.S01 new cases of cholera and 
4,288 deaths. 

SIMLA, Aug. 15. — In consequence of tho 
dread prevailing in Teheran over tho in- 
vasion of cholera, the Shuh bus taken up 
his residence at a camp at Elbursz, 24 miles 
from Teheran. In that city thero has been 
an alarming increase in the number of 
cholera cases. The deaths average 300 
daily. American Protestant missionaries 
are doing incalculable good at the hospitals. 
All railway and tramway traffic is stopped 
and the bazars closed. Nearly all the resi- 
dents who are able to do so have fled tho 
city. Almost all the victims of tho discaso 
are from the lower classes. At Tabri3 
cholera is raging with the most fatal effect. 
Every day the deaths amount to several 
hundreds, and the diseuse shows no signs of 
diminution in its violence. 



GLADSTONE WARNED 

That If Home Rule Ib Refused the Irish May 
Resort to Other Means. 

Ciucaco, Aug. 15 — Tho annual outing 
of Irish societies in Chicago carried unusual 
significance with it to-day in view of the 
just accomplished accession of Gladstono 
and the resulting crisis iu tho Homo Rule 
movement. Among tho speakers in Ogden's 
grove, whero tho outing was hold, was Hon. 
M. V. Gunnon, of Omaha, President of the 
Irish National League of America. Besides 
Gannon tho speakers wero John E. Pinerty 
and Hon. Matthew P. Brady. J. J. Fitz- 
gibbons acted as chairman. Resolutions 
were adopted declariug that if a British 
Parliament should again dash from Ireland's 
lips tho cup of peace and justice, it would 
bo the duty of all to considor and uso other 
means to right tho intolerable wrongs that 
havo made Ireland a by-word among nations. 
Tho resolutions urge upon tho Irish leaders 
tho absolute necessity for union and har- 
mony ; deplores tho resolves of both sec- 
tions of tho Irish party to act indepen- 
dently, and repudiates tho idea of accept- 
ance of ollico under tho English Govornment 
by Irish members until tho Irish parliament 
is in session in College Greon. Tho feature 
of tho day was tho address by Finorty. 
President Gannon was given un extraordin- 
ary ovation. Ho said in part, referring to 
Gladstono'8 return to powor : "He is 
pledged to carry out tho reforms for which 
Puruell organized tho Irish people, and it is 
due to tho Irish peoplo to continuo that 
moral and material support which hereto- 
fore contributed so largely to success. I 
may tell you that tho peace mission has 
been largely instrumental in bringing about 
tho unity which hurled Salisbury from 
power by a united Irish voto." After trac- 
ing tho work of his predecessor iu ollico, 
Gannon closed with a fervent peroration. 
Ho was warmly chocred by tho immense 
audience, which numbered some 15,000 
people.

EIGHTY LIVES LOST. 

More Datails of the Disaster Off Helsingfors. 

London, Aug. 15. — A special to theNews 
from Helsingfors says: The captain of tho 
steamer Runeborg, which sank after a col- 
lision with the steamer Ajax off Helsingfors 
early lust Monday morning, says he ran his 
vessel ou tho wrong side of the Ajax in 
order to avoid shullow water. Ho pleads 
that ho had no option to do otherwise, bo- 
cauao the Ajax did not allow Ids vessel suf- 
ficient room. Although the Ajax was li- 
censed to carry only 75 persons she had 110 
abourd. The number of lives lost was 
nearer 80 than 40. The light from tho 
moon us well as from the vessel's furnace 
and lanterns showed scores of heads and 
uriiis in tho water, struggling to catch hold 
of anything that could be found. The fight- 
ing of many to throw off thoso clinging 
around them, the shrieks of women and 
children, all combined to make a scono that 
words would fail to describe. Tho divers 
report that many of the unhappy victims 
aro now lying in a mass in tho saloon of the 
Ajax, and that their bodies and faces are 
disfigured and distorted to an extent dread 
ful to behold, making it extremely difficult 
to handle thorn. 

THE SCHOOL QUESTION. 

Ei-Attorncy-Genoral Martin Interviewed on 
This Interesting and Impor- 
tant Subject. 

Toronto, Aug. 15. — Ex- Attorney-General 
Martin, of Manitoba, is hero on his way 
homo from England. Ho was not afraid, be 
said, of any so-called remedial legislation, 
which tho Dominion Governmont might 
pass, regarding tho school cuao. Ho said : 
"There is only one way in which any 
Dominion legislation could affect us. Tboro 
are certain lands set asido in tho province 
by tho Dominion for educational purposes, 
and I sco it is suggested tliut they appor- 
tion part of these for tho support of separate 
schools in Manitoba. Still that would not 
make much difference, for these school lands 
have been so grossly mismanaged that they 
are absolutely of no use to our schools. 
However, if part of them wero sot aside for 
Bppuratn school purposos they might bo 
hotter managed."

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CANADA'S GOVERNOR-GENERAL. 



Lord Aberdeen Spoken of ng the Pro- 
bable Successor to Lord 
Stanley. 



He Abandoned the Conservative Party 
in Company With Lords Derby 
and Carnarvon. 

Montreal, Au?, 1(5.— Tho Star's npocin.1 
London cable of this date says : "There is 
every reason to regard us official tho belief 
expressed by the Daily News to day that 
the Earl of Aberdeen is to succeed Lord 
Stanley, of 1'reston, on the expiration of the 
latter'a tenure of oQiee aa Governor-General 
of Canada. Tho selection is heartily ap 
proved in Canadian circles here, in view of 
the Earl's knowledge of Canada, his iuteres 
in Canadian affairs and his pleasant personal 
qualities." 

Lord Aberdeen was born in August, 1S47, 
being the son of tho Karl of Aberdeen, who 
was Prime Minister iu 1854. He succeeded 
to the title on Uio death of his brother in 
1870. He entered the Houso of Lords as a 
Conservative, but in 1S7(J disagreed with 
some of the principal measures of his party 
and in 1878 when Earls Aberdeen and Der- 
by resigned heartily supported their views. 
Iu the debate on the Afghan war ho voted 
against the Government of Lord lieacons- 
field. Iu 1877-78 he was a member of the 
Committeo of the House of Lords on Intem- 
perance, and botli before and since ho has 
taken great interest in tho Tomperance 
cause. He was appointed Lord-Lieutenant 
of Aberdeeushiro in 1880, and High Com- 
missioner to tho General Assembly of the 
Church of Scotland in 1881. 

Iu 1S8C. having become a member of the 
Liberal 1'urty, he was appointed by Mr. 
Gladstone, Lord-Lieutenant of Ireland, with 
tho mission of .carrying out tho Homo Rule 

Eolicy of the Government. In this capacity 
e was immensely popular in Ireland, and 
the scone in Dublin on the occasion of the 
" leave-taking" after tho fall of the Glad- 
stone Cabinet, is said to havo been such us 
has never been witnessed there before, at 
least since the days of O'Coniicll. Lord 
Aberdeen is a member of many Protestant 
religious societies, at whose meetings he fre- 
quently presides. Ho is married to a 
daughter of the first Lord Tweedmouth. 

The appointment of Lord Aberdeen, will 
doubtless, if it be made, prove to bo a very 
acceptable one to the people of Canada, 
who have noted with satisfaction the inter- 
est which ho has manifested in matters 
Canadian, and tho way in which he has en- 
deavored to promote settlement and agricul- 
tural development in the country on this 
sido the Rocky Mountains. Hei» the owner, 
and not the owner alone, but the developer, 
of large extents of British Columbia lands, 
more particularly in the Okanagan country, 
where lie has extensivo fruit orchards, large 
well cultivated fields and stocks of an ex- 
cellent class of horses, cattle and sheep. 
He has been tho means of leading consider- 
able numbers of Bottlers this way, and with 
his wife has energetically exerted himself 
for the advancement of numerous reforms 
and philanthropic undertakings. 



THE PJEST BEPORT 

Of the Department of Agriculture for the 
Province of British 
Columbia. 

Col. Wolfenden, Queen's printer, yester- 
day issued from the Government printing 
oilice the first report of tho Department 
of Agriculture for the Province of British 
Columbia. Tho labor of compiling this 
work in the first place has been no small 
task, the number of pages of printed matter 
being nearly 900, and Mr. James R. Ander- 
son, the statistician, has done exceedingly 
#ood work in getting into the space filled, 
so much valuable information as to the 
state of agriculture, stock raising, fruit 
growing and the like in the Province. 

In his introductory remarks, Mr. Ander- 
son draws attention to tho difficulties with 
which he was beset in the preparation of 
the report. He says : 

" The absence of any material from which 
to form comparisons ; the difficulty of pro- 
curing reliable data upon which to work, 
thb great distances together with the in- 
different means at locomotion, rendering 
some parts of tho provinco very difficult of 
access, all combined make the work of 
collecting information, and becoming con- 
versant with the various subjects so neces- 
sary in connection with an interesting and 
intelligent report on tho agricultural and 
other industries relating thereto, a matter 
of much difficulty." 

Amongst other opinions expressed by Mr. 
Anderson is the following : 

"There is too great a disposition on the 
part of farmers and others to acquire largo 
tracts of lund and keep them locked up. 
This policy works very detrimentally to the 
best interests of the province, inasmuch as 
many seeking homesteads arc compelled 
either to take up the poor or worthless 
parts of tho country or go elsewhere. By 
returns received, 1 find that not 10 per 
cent, of the land reported owned is culti- 
vated." 

Referring to the result of last year'B work 
in various parts of the province, tho re- 
ports says : 

"The weather in all parts has been ex- 
ceptional. In tho lower country, a late 
cold and wet spring was followed by a short 
hot and dry summer, succeeded by early 
and continuous fall rains, with scarcely any 
frost or anow to the end of the year. In 
the upper country, the small snowfall of 
tho preceding winter caused a scarcity of 
water in many places for irrigating pur- 
poses. Tho spring was as a rule lute and 
cold, and the summer dry and hot. In 
Okanogan and Spallumcheen, however, 
some early summer rain is reported, and a 
good deal at Grand Prairie (near Duck's), 
doing much good. Tho harvest weather 
was good. Early summer frosts at Okan- 
ugan Mission and Similkuinecn did somo 
damage, but not to grain, except at high 
altitudes. Towards tho Cariboo country, 
the summer was the driest experienced in 
twenty years. 

" Tho grain and fruit crop, taking the 
country aa a whole, was short, and tho root 
and vegetable crop good. In the lower 
country tho late spring prevented early 
seeding in most places. Tho succeeding hot 
and dry weather was unfavorable to the 
full development of grain crops, and tho 
early fall rains caught many in tho midst of 
their harvest, occasioning much loss, most 
of the grain that was saved being discolored; 
and much was lost by sprouting and lodging 
before it was cut. In fruit, the upplc crop 
was not up to the average, pears a fair crop, 
cherries very short, and plums almost a 
total failure, tho lato cold having injured 
the blossoms. Small fruits did well, but 
some loss iu strawberries is reported through 
wet. In the upper country the grain crop 
generally was short, owing to tho lack of 
water for irrigation. In parts, however, it 
waa L<ood, whilst in others it was a total 



failure. The harvesting weather was good. 
Fruit, where it is cultivated, and root crops 
generally, were good. Some potatoes wero 
frosted, but that only occurred on tho high 
lands. Tho hay crop was good throughout 
the country, and well saved, the dry weather 
in tho lower country having come on at tho 
right time."

A great portion of tho province has no 
meteorological stations, and encouragement 
will bo given to private obsorvcrs, instru 
ments being furnished by the Government 
in locations where there are no stations. 

Those who aro desirous of becoming no 
quaiuted with the progress of tbe province 
in ugriculture, etc., will do well to procure 
a copy of tho report, as much of the infor 
tnation contained in it is too voluminous for 
publication.

The C. P. N. Co.'s lino steamer Islander, 
will leave for Northern British Columbia 
ports and Sitka, Alaska, this CTeniug, carry- 
ing the bonds for tho release ol the Coquit- 
lam and a largo number of passengers. 
Among tbe tourists for pleasure are Mrs. J. 
1). Evans, Miss B. R. Seedmore, Ned 
Buchanan, Mr. Ledyard and party, Mr. H. 
H. Martin and wife, Mr. \V. K. Leight, 
Mr. E. G. Mason and party, Mr. A. S.

THE MAYOR MISTAKEN. 

In ono of the Times' editorials that are to 
bo found in its local columns, fault ia found 
with an assistant health otlicor who refused 
to take orders from any ono except the Pro- 
vincial Health Officer with respect to tho 
destruction of infected articlea. This the 
Times elegantly calls "cheek." Now, if 
the Times understood anything about the 
duties of tho officer whose conduct it con- 
demns it would have known that it is the 
peculiar business of tho Health Officer to 
decide what articles aro infected and ought 
to bo destroyed and what are innocuous and 
safe to bo used. Any sonsiblo man who 
refleotsfora moment must see that the care, 
labor and expense of freeing the city of 
smallpox would be thrown away if tho offi- 
cials of tho corporation from motives of 
economy, so-called, allowed articles of cloth- 
ing, bedding, fee, that have been in con- 
tact with smallpox patienta and smallpox 
suspectB to go into general use. Tho safest 
and tho cheapest way to dispose of many of 
suoh articles ia to burn them. Tho Health 
Officers burn tho bedding and clothes of poor 
people who have had smallpox in their 
houses to prevent the spread of tho disease, 
although they kuow that many of them can 
but ill afford to lose the property so de- 
stroyed. And are the health authorities to 
be oriminally indulgont to tho Corporation 
and spare its property when they know that 
the preservation of the public health re- 
quires it to be destroyed ? However, it 
will not do to bo too hard on a wretched re- 
porter who presumes to take the editor's 
placo, when no less a person than the Mayor 
expresses himself quite as ignorantly and 
unreasonably. On the day on which the 
Times' artitiolo appeared, Mayor Beaven 
sent tho following letter to the Provincial 
Health Officer : 

Victoria. B.C., Aug. 15, 1892. 
J. C. Davit;, Esq.. M. D.: 

Due Sik — I am informed that the sus- 
pecla at Ross Bay station aro all to be dis- 
charged in a few days. I have not been 
favored with your views upon the subject but 
in order to prevent any misunderstanding 
I desire to point out to you that tho cor- 
poration cannot permit any destruction of 
property there other than such as may be 
douu by their consent.

To thn letter Dr. Davie sent the follow- 
ing reply: 

VjOTOBIA, B.C., Aug. 10, 1892. 
Mayor Beaven: 

Sin — In answer to your letter to me of 
the 16th inst., I beg leave to refer you to 
the Provincial Health Regulations by which 
you will find I am authorized as Provincial 
Health Officer to see thut the local health 
officers carry out the provisions of tho same. 
Your obedient servant, 

J, C. Davib, 
Provincial Health Officer, 

Independently of the unreasonableness of 
Mayor Beaven's peremptory notification he 
Hhould have known that it was his placo as 
Chairman of the Local Board of Health to 
receive his instructions from tho Provincial 
Health Officer, and not to presunio to dic- 
tate to him in matters relating to his pro- 
fessional and official >luties. Such a scru- 
pulous observer of law as Mayor Beaven 
professes to ho should have consulted tho 
statute boforo ho undertook to givo direc- 
tions to tho Provincial Health Officor. If 
ho did ro, ho would have found in section 5, 
of tho Health Act, that it ia "tho duty of 
tho Health Officor to provido that tho Local 
Boards carry out tho orders in Council." 
Dr. Davie is, therefore, in all matters relat- 
ing to Health, as long as the present invas- 
ion of smallpox lusts, the Chairman of the 
Local Board's superior in oflice, whoso duty 
it ia to superviso what Mr. Beaven does, 
and to give him directions. 

Dr. Davio haa charge of tho suspect ata- 
tion, and it ia Ilia duty to leave it and all it 
contains in such a condition that thero will 
not bo tho remotest chance of. thoir convey- 
ing tho smallpox infection to any ono at any 
timo. We aro quito certain that Dr. Davie 
will tuko tho propor measures to itavo 
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them in this Btato, no matter what Mayor 
Beaven may say or write. Ho has douo his 
duty thoroughly heretofore, and ho will not 
begin to slight it now. 

LET US HA VE 'THE DATES. 

Tho organ of tho Opposition on Monday, 
in trying to show " whore inconsistency 
lies," says : 

" Tho city Board of Health wis slow in 
moving at the first, and the Times performed 
what it deemed its duty in striving to urge 
it on." 

A littlo further on iu tho artielo it con- 
tinues : 

" Whether as a result of tho Times' prod- 
ding or us a result of their own observations, 
the civic authorities did take hold of tho 
work, and wore proceeding with it when the 
Government interfered unwarrantably." 

Perhaps tho Times will givo us tho exact 
date of the civic authorities taking hold be- 
tween tho timo it was doing the "prodding" 
and tho interference of tho Government. 
This is a caso iu which dates aro important, 
for if tho civic authorities " did take 
hold," they must have done it so 
Becretly and so mysteriously aa to escapo 
tho observation of everyone in tlio city ex- 
cept then-selves and the editor of tho Times. 
Wo have a very lively recollection of the 
atato of public fooling at tho timo when tho 
Government's sense of duty compelled thorn 
to interpose, and of tho general feeling of 
relief when it was known that the work of 
lighting the smallpox was in capable hands 
But when our contemporary gives us the 
dates the people will be able to judge whether 
tho interference of tho Government was un- 
warrantable or not. Referenco to ita own 
columns will aid tho Times in fixing upon 
the exact time when the interference of the 
Government becamo unwarrantable. 



A PACIFIC CABLE. 

The scheme of a Pacific cable ia again 
being discussed. Tho advantages of con- 
necting Great Britain with Australia by 
a telegraph line, tho land parts of which 
are all on British territory, and the cablo 
section at tho bottom of an ocean, where 
it can lio securo no matter what convul- 
sions aro going on on tho aurfaco of the 
earth, are too many and too plain to require 
either explanation or discussion. Tho only 
question that really requires to bo consid- 
ered is the que3tion of expense Tho laying 
of a Pacific cable is all that is needed to 
completo the connection. The Pacific coast 
ia already connected with Great Britain by 
cable and by land wires, and can bo com- 
municated with as roadily aa certainly, and 
almoat aa rapidly, as if they wero only a 
few hundred miles apart. 

Tho laying of a Pacific cubic is certainly 
a very expensive enterprise, and it is not 
surprising that there is somo hesitation in 
undertaking it. It has been found to be 
quito feasible. Mr. Sandford Fleming, who 
i8 an enthusiastic advocate of the cable, 
said in a recent letter on the subject : 

"Following up these and more specific 
representations of the members of the con- 
ference, the admiralty waa induced to 
undertake a nuutic.il survey to teat the 
practicability of tho route. The survey has 
been carried on during tho intervening 
years. The soundings are all that could bo 
desired, proving aa they do, the existence of 
a sea iloor, probably not less fuvorable for 
cablo laying thun that of the Atlantic, which 
is used for thia purpose. Thut the results 
of tho survey are satisfactory may be judged 
from the tact that sounding operations have 
been closed, and the admiralty hovo taken 
possession of a number of Islands ia tho 
Pacific, for tho purpose of establishing mid- 
ocean stations wherever thoy may be re- 
quired." 

It would appear from this that everything 
is ready except the money to go on with 
tho work. Who is to supply tho funds? 
The Australian colonies havo suggested that 
the governments of the different countries 
concerned, undertake to lay and operate 
tho cable. The sum needed to meet 



all 



calculated 



half a million of dollars annually. This 
ia a large amount, certainly, but 
if tho cablo is mado a matter 
of Imperial concern it does not seem too 
great conaidering ita usefulness and im 
portance. It must not be forgotten that 
the cablo will ho certain to bring in a largo 
revenue, which, though not sufficient to 
make it pay as a commercial enterprise for 
some time to come, will greatly lighten the 
burden which the different Governments 
will have to boar. 

It appears, however, that the Imperial 
Government is not prepared to take a share 
in tho enterprise. Lord Knutsford thus ex- 
pressed the conclusion to which the Govern- 
ment had arrived on tho subject. Ho said : 

" While therefore I expressed my willing- 
nesa to bring before Her Majesty's Govern- 
ment the wishes of tho members that a line 
might he constructed for military purposes 
to be exclusively controlled by the Govern- 
ment, I could not hold out any hope that 
such a scheme would be favorably received." 

Although tho Imperial Government is 
unwilling to tako upon itself tho whole 
expense of the oible, it is not by 
any means unlikely that it and tho 
Governments of the Dominion and of 
tho colonies of Australasia would give mater- 
ial aid to any company that would under- 
take to lay the cablo as a privato enterprise. 
This, wo believe, is tho way in which it 
will bo luid eventually, and thero are, we 
aro quito satisfied, men in tho Mother 



Country and the colonies who aro coura- 
geous enough to engago in tho enterprise, 
and who have ability onough to carry it out 
to a successful conclusion. Tho laying of 
tho Pacific cablo, though a task of groat 
magnitude, and perhaps somo difficulty, is 
not by any moans a work so titanic in its 
nature as tho construction of tho Canadian 
Pacific Railroad. Yet that road from ita 
inception to ita completion waa tho work of 
Canadians. 



ABOUT RECIPROCITY. 

Those who believe that all United Statca 
citizens aro narrowly and intensely exclu- 
sive in matters of trade and commerce mako 
a serious mistake. Thero uro among them 
men of wide and liberal views, who regard 
McKinloyism aa tho policy of unonlightened 
self-interest. They bolievo that it is in the 
interest of tho United States to deal liber- 
ally with her neighbors, and they know that 
thero ia a trade reciprocity which ia beno- 
ticial to both the nations who agree to carry 
it on. This reciprocity is a real reciprocity, 
not what Harper's Weekly calls tho "mis- 
begotten thing," which is now in tho United 
States passing by tho numo of reciprocity, 
but which is neither moro nor lesa than a 
system of retaliation. 

Tho advocates of a more liberal trade 
policy are already numerous in tho States, 
and they aro growing. It was the know- 
ledge that there wero very many in different 
parts of tho Union who were dissatisfied 
with tho high protective tariff that caused 
Mr. Blaine to advocate reciprocity. But his 
system of mutual free trade was very differ- 
ent, indeed, from the thing miscalled reci- 
procity which waa reluctantly tacked on to 
the McKinley Bill, — a measure conceived in 
a spirit of worse than Chinese exclusivenesa. 
But the liberal traders, though defeated for 
the time by tho McKinley Congress, are 
still alive and still a power in the land. 
This is what Harpers' Weekly says of tho 
movement inaugurated by Mr. Blaine in 
favor of truo reciprocity : 

" But though Mr. Blaino failed to 
cirry out his particular plan to meet 
the desiro and need of the couutry 
and of a largo part of the Republican party, 
for a policy of free trade, tho forces 
that created the movement ho sought to di- 
rect have not died out. They cannot. They 
are inherent in tho evolution ot the Ameri- 
can people. With tho growth of our popu- 
lation, the development of our vast and var- 
ied resources, the marvellous force, rango 
and intensity of American ingenuity and en- 
terprise and capacity for industry and com- 
merce, the production of the country steadi- 
ly tends to outstrip even our great power of 
consumption. Tho tariff question has 
ceased to be one of protection to infant in- 
dustries, because our industries are no 
longer infants. Tliey are in the full vigor 
of young manhood, aud Ihey find even their 
spacious home loo small for thrui. They 
look out into tho world and feel ready for 
ita strife and eager for ita prizes. It will 
not be long before tho barricra that confine 
them will be removed. Under all 
the confusion of partisan conflict thia 
ia the signiticint, decisive fact. It may not 
determine the elections of this year, though 
it now looks as if it would. But soon or 
late, and moro likely soon than lato, Ameri- 
can industries will demand the emancipa- 
tion of trade, and will compel it." 

It is pleasant to learn from so good an 
authority as Harper's Weekly that our 
southern neighbors are not always to bo 
churlish, touchy and exacting in mattors 
of trade; that there is a liberal element in 
the populution that must beforo long mako 
itself felt in tho councils of the nation. 
Although Canadians are not prepared to 
mako unworthy concessions to obtain freer 
trade intercourse with tho United Statea 
than they can get under tho present Ad- 
ministration, they are fully alivo to tho ad- 
vantages of reciprocity, and will be ulways 
ready to meet liberal Americans moro than 
halfway when free trado relations can he 
had without a sacrifico of loyalty or aolf- 
respect.

A Chinese Child Dies From Heart Disease at 
the Refuge Home. 

An inquest waa held, laat evening, on the 
body of a Chinese infant, Ah Piu, found 
dead in bed at the Refuge Home. 

II. O. Wcllburn, Coioner of Vancouver 
Island, had the case in hand, and tho first 
testimony taken was that of Miss Annie 
Leake, the matron of tho Homo, who de- 
posed as follows : 

"When I rang the bell, this morning, at 
about six o'clock, I heard a cry of distress 
from the room where Chow Lin, tho mother 
of the child, and a Chinese girl named Ruth 
wero sleeping. They occupied separate 
beda. Going to the bed my attention wub 
called to the baby, which waa lying on tho 
bod, apparently lifeless, but still warm. I 
tried to restoro animation, but in vain. I 
then went for a doctor; Dr. Eraser waa cull- 
ed in. Tho child was delicate but in good 
health, and waa well tho night before. 

Dr. Roderick L. Eraser then tcBtified: At 
about 7 o'clock this morning I went to tho 
Chinese refuge home and found a Chincso 
malo child lying on a bed, broathleaa and 
pulseless, but still warm. I performed ar- 
tificial respiration until 1 thought it useless 
to contiuuo further. I then told the matron 
that the child wus dead. I alao made a 
poat mortem examination of the body this 
afternoon about 4 o'clock, aa a reault of 
which I found that tho child was woll 
nourished and all the organs sound except 
the heart, which showed perecarditia with 
effusion, which might have arisen froii) var 
ious causes. The death was from natural 
causes, and waa not in my opinion 
caused by the neglect of the mother. 

This concluded the testimony and the jury, 
consisting of M. Morrison, foreman; H. Por- 
ter, J. H. Brown, W. Duncan, H. Sea and 
.. J. Armstrong, brought in a verdict of 
Death from natural onuses."

An Ocean Knee. 

New Yokk, Aug. 15— The steamships 
Aurania and Alaska, of tho Cunard and 
Guion lines, steamed into port yesterday one 
minute apart. Thoy had a thrillingraco from 
Fastnot rock, and wore within hailing dis- 
tanco of each othor tho whole way across. 
Tho Aurunia crossed tho finish line at 
Sandy Hook just ono minuto ahead of her 
big rival. Tho Alaska left Qucenstown 54 
minutes earlier than tho Aurania, the for- 
mer covering tho distanco in (i days, '20 
hours and 3S minutes, and the latter in 
days, 19 hours and 43 minutes. 

Candidate Stevenson on Ireland. 

Bloo.mincton, 111., Aug. 15.— General A. 
P. Stevenson was tho guest of the Ancieut 
. Order of Hibernians, to-day. Their picnic 
was held at tho grounds of tho Bloomington 
fair association. General Stevenson's speech 
was not political. Speaking of tho situation 
he said : "I believe that a better day is 
coming for tho country of our ancestors, 
the time is in tho near future Under the 
leadership of Gladstone and others of his 
party tho people of Ireland will enjoy the 
samo freedom that wo havo here. When 
that day comes there will bo rejoicing in 
the hearts of Irish peoplo all over the 
world." 

Nou'EInlon Men nt Homestead. 

Homestead, l'a., Aug. 15. — There was 
no break- this morning in tho ranks of the 
non-union men employed by tho Carnegie 
Steel Company. Tho loeked-out men had 
been led to believe that as soon as tho gates 
of Fort Frick opened, this morning, from 
400 to (100 non-unionists would como out. 
Fully 200 strikers were on hand to welcome 
the deserters, but they failed to materialize, 
and up to noon not a man had como out of 
tho mill. Fully 200 men came up on the 
steamer Tide and barges. She had in tow 
on her first trip, this morning, two-thirds 
of tho employes, who went to Pittsburg 
Saturday night in order to spend Sunday at 
home. The rest were now men, merely 
laborers. Tho steamer arrived at noon on 
her second trip and had on board between 
25 and 100 new men. 

Revolutionary Outrnges.3 

New York, Aug. 15.— Tho Herald's cor- 
respondent at Guayapa, Matto Grosso, Bays 
that the Government troops under Ponce 
had joined those under Eubank and restored 
order in the province. There is no flour 
there and provisions of all sorts are scarce, 
owing to the low water in tho river. Tho 
revolutionary party committed many out- 
rages, flogging some women night and day 
for five days for carrying cartridges to 
Ponce's troops. Ponco has received tele- 
graphic instructions from Rio to Bhoot all 
the leaders of tho revolution, especially 
Major Hannibal, who was the prime mover 
in tho uprising. 

A Green Mountain Boy. 

Boston, Mass., Aug. 15.— Colonel Henry 
Clay Nutt, formerly president of tho 
Atlantic <5c Pacific railroad company, died 
to-day, aged 59 years. Colonel Nutt was 
born in Vermont and began life as a train 
newsboy. He advanced to be chief engi- 
neer of the Peoria & Oquawka railroad. 
Then he was a contractor for the transfer of 
freight ovor the Missouri river. Afterwards 
ho engaged in the elevator business in 
Chicago, and later accepted the presidency 
of the Atlantic it Pacific railroad. He was 
on the staff of Governor Kirkwood, of Iowa, 
during the war, 

Harvey for Nenli Kay Reserve. 

East Ci.allam, Aug. 15. — Surveyor E. 
W. Smith, of Port Angeles, left here with a 
crew of eight men Friday to begin a survey 
of the Neah Buy Indian reservation, of 
which he is to sub-divide 3,000 acres into 
ton-acre blocks. Ho will first locate tho 
eighth standard parallel from the northwest 
corner of township 32, north range 13 west, 
to the Pacific Ocean. The sub-division of a 
portion of the reservation was ordered by 
the department of the interior, and is sup- 
posed to mean that the Government intends 
to allot one ten-acre block to each Indian 
and to mass all the Washington Coust tribes 
upon the Neah Bay reservation. 

The Steamer Wolcott. 
Pout Townsend, Aug. 10. — Tho steamer 
Wolcott leaves this morning for Discovery 
Bay and will bo gone about two weeks. 
During her absence she will be paiutcd u 
pure whito color throughout with the ex 
ception of her smokestack, which will be 
painted u eroarn color, 

With All Ostentation. 

Dan bury, Conn., Aug. 10. —Tho body of 
Russell Benedict, who died at Marienbad, 
Austria, July 25, reached here to-day, in 
what is probably the richest burial casket 
seen on this continent. The box is solid 
silver and is elaborately embellished with 
gold. On the top is a gold crucifix two 
feet long. The casket is carried by eight 
gold handles, and is supported by six lions' 
legs, and festoons of gold flowers aro draped 
around i». On each of tho four corners is a 
golden angel six inches high. It is not 
known how much the casket cost. Mr. 
Benedict was a very wealthy man, although 
ho had lived many years in Austria. Ho 
was born in this city. 

Where Is Fricke ? 

PlTTSBDRO, Aug. 15. — The strugglo bo 
tweon the Caruegio Steel Company and the 
Amalgsuiated Association continued to-duy 
without any now features on either side. 
Tho officials of the Carnegie Company main- 
tain silence as to the destination of Fricko, 
but it seems probable ho has gono to Europe, 
and most likely to Scotland to see Andrew 
Carnegio. Secretary Lovejoy, however, 
says Fricke will bo at tho Pittsburg office 
again on Monday. 

Would Mnrry the rnrson. 

Camden, N.J., Aug. 10— A good looking, 
refined young woman walkod demurely into 
tho parlor of Rev. J. T. Shaw's residence 
yestorday, and announced that sho had 
como to bo married to him. Mr. Shaw, who 
is mu»h liked aB pastor of the Bethany 
Methodist Episcopal church, and a 
rather handsomo man, was somewhat 
surprised at tho declaration, but it 
did not prepare him for tho amorous out- 
burst that followed. Tho young woman 
declared her undying affection for tho 
preacher, and when his wife strolled into 
tho room declared that ho must procure a 



divorco and marry her. A - policeman ar- 
rived just as tho young woman was heartily 
embracing tho Rev. Mr. Shaw, and she was 
taken out. Sho has not boen identified, hat 
is said to bo tho daughter of a well known 
business man, who has lost her mind through 
religious excitement. 

First Come, First Served. 
Cmt'Aoo, Aug. 16— Colonel Elliott F. 
Shoppard, of New York, has written to tho 
World's Fair directors, offering $1 each, or 
any price tho directors may name for tho 
first 10,000 souvenirs, delivered in New 
York. Tho directors replied to Colonel 
Sheppard that ho will receive the £rst 
coins if ho is tho first to get in his check in 
payment for tho amount ho wants at 31 per 
coin. 

Whatcom Jubilant. 

New Whatcom, Aug. General satis- 
faction is felt hero over the lifting of tho 
quarantine regulations, which havo seriously 
affected all branches of business for the past 
month. Tho Whatcom express between 
Vancouver and Now Whatcom was re-es- 
tablished Sunday, and tho Great Northern 
train will como through from South West- 
minster to-morrow. Travel will undoubt- 
edly bo briBk for a time, as muny peoplo 
have boon obliged to postpono business and 
pleasure trips until the quarantine wus 
abolished. 

Great Korthcru Progress. 

SlATTLE, Aug. 16. — President Hill of 
tho Great Northern has signed contracts at 
New York with the Globo Iron 'Works, of 
Cleveland, for two immense lake passotigor 
steamers costing !?500,0()0. They will bo 
completed next spring, and will conuect 
with Buffalo and tho Groat Northern. Tho 
time from New York to Seattlo will bo sot- 
eral hours less by tho new luko route than 
by all rail by way of Chicago. Tho Pacific 
extension of tho Great Northern railway 
has reached Spokane, Washington, 1,479 
miles from St. Paul, making it tho shortest 
route from tho Fast to that city. The work 
of grading is being rapidly pushed between 
Spakuno and Puget Sound, and the roud 
will bo completed beforo tho close of the 
year. 

Trouble Over nt 1'lttslmrg. 

PlTTSBUBQ, Aug. 16. — To-day the 3,200 
employes of tho American Iron Works, 
(Jones and Laughlin), met in conference, 
and, after discussion, adopted the provisions 
of both the iron and steel scules. Work 
will bo resumed, to-morrow, in all the de- 
partments. 

Accepted the Kcdnctlon. 

LANCASTER, Pa., Aug. 10. — The Susque- 
hanna Iron Company and Columbia Iron 
Company started to work, yesterday, after 
six weeks' suspension. The puddlers accept 
the reduction from §4 to S3 a ton. About 
GOO men are employed at tho mills. 

The Fnrihuult IMnu. 

St. Paul, Aug. 16. — Archbishop Ireland, 
in speaking of the Faribault School plan, 
yesterday, said that it was not true that 
what the Catholics ask is tho teaching of 
the Catholic religion in the schools. What 
they wish, he said, is that tho teaching in 
the schools be so conducted as not to injure 
the Otholic faith of tho children, or pre- 
vent the instruction of the children in tho 
Catholic faith. 

Shot niH Wire's Friend. 

Balbwin, Mich., Aug. 1G.— Major Houck 
of this place, parted from his wifo, Stella 
Davis, about two years ago. Stella in com- 
pany with her sister and Frank 3ray, was 
encountered by Houck, after the Flint and 
Pere Marquotto train pulled in last night. 
Houck told Gray that Stella was his wife, 
and pulled a revolver and shot his wife in 
the abdomen and Gray in the mouth. He 
then turned the weapon on Stella's sistar, 
but was prevented from firing. The woman 
died this morning, and Gray's recovery is 
doubtful. 

Chill Settling the Claims. 

Washington Citv, Aug. 16— Acting 
Secretary Adee, of tho State Department, 
his received a. telegram from Minister 
Egan, at Valparaiso, saying that the 
Chilean Senate and Chamber of Deputies 
have unanimously passed tho appropriation 
for the payment of claims growing out of 
the Baltimore incident. Also that the 
legislative bodies hud approved tho treaty 
for a cnmniisflinn of settlement of claims of 
American citizenB against the Chilean Gov- 
ernment. 

The Columbus Celebrations. 

New Orleans, Aug. 15.— There are to be 
two celebrations in New Orleans of tho 
Quadro-Ccntcnnial discovery of America, a 
religious one on October 12, and a civil one 
on October 21, the discrepancy between tho 
Julian and Gregorian calendars, which 
caused tho Pope to select tho former and 
the President the latter date. Both cele- 
brations will bo more or less in the hands of 
the Catholic Church. Archbishop Janson 
will throw tho cathedral open to the general 
public on October 12, where sermons will be 
preached in Spanish, French and English, 
German and Italian. The civil celobration 
is to bo provided for by a meeting ut St. 
Alphonso's church on August 22, to bo coir- 
posed of theclorgy of tho city, together with 
two members from each congregation. 

An Anarchist's Opinion. 

PlTTSBURO, Aug. 1G. — Anarchist Knold, 
who was released on bail Saturday night, 
does not feel sanguine as to tho outcomo of 
the case against him. Ho says: I am al- 
most positive I will bo convicted; not be- 
cause I am in any way guilty of planning 
the assassination of Fricke, or becaUBO 1 was 
in any way implicated in tho attompted as- 
sassination, but merely because 1 admit 
that I am an anarchist and say I am proud 
of it. Anarchists ,do not believe in tho 
murder of capitalists. What possible good 
would it be to mo if my employers wcro to 
bo blown to atoms by tho explosion of a 
bomb '! That would not bettor my situation 
ono bit, neither would it help tho cause of 
anarchism. It would do far more harm 
than good to our cause.

HEALTH RULES, 1892.

Theodore Davie, j \X7HERKAS by Order in 
Attorney Oencral.t W Council dated 11th 
day of July, A.D. 1802, and by Order in Council 
dated tho Kith day of July, 18D2, Hla Honour 
tho Licutonant-Govornor was pleased, by 
vlrtuo of and acting undor tho ••Health Act," 
to issuo cortain Rules and Regulations which 
aro styled respectively tho -'Provincial Health 
Rules. 1892," and tho "Supplementary Provin- 
cial Health Regulations, 1892." 

And whoreas there may bo doubts as to tho 
truo construction nnd;intont of the said Rules 
and Regulations as to tho matters hereinafter 
referred to, and It is expedient to declaro the 
truo construction and intent of tho Baid Rules 
and Regulations as to tho said matters : 

And whoreas oxponso has boon and will bo 
incurred by virtuo of tho appointment of a 
Municipal Health Ofllcor for tho City of Vic- 
toria under tho said Regulations, which ex- 
penso should bo mot and defrayed by tho Cor- 
poration of tho said City : 

And whoreas it was and will he necessary to 
provide propor hospital accommodations for 
porsons found within tho City of Victoria 
afflicted with smallpox, inducing tho services 
of physicians, nurses, attendants and servants, 
and including food, bedding, clothing, medi- 
cines and other necessaries, as well as to pro- 
vldo proper places and tonts for the reception 
and isolation of porsons exposed to contagion, 
and generally to employ physicians, ofllcors, 
men and servants, and to provide food, cloth- 
ing, bedding, medicines and other ncccssaricB 
to secure tho duo enforcement and carrying 
out of the said Rules and Regulations, as well 
as tho provisions of tho Consolidated Health 
By-Law, 1880, of tho said Corporation, roluting 
to contagious nnd Infectious diseases : 

And whereas tho Baid Corporation ought to 
meet and defray all the expenses hereinbefore 
mentioned : 

And whoreas tho Mtinlcipnl authorities of 
the said City aro apparently unable or unwil- 
ling to mnko provision /or nnd defray tho said 
expenses, and It is expedient for tho Provinco 
to mako such provision for the time bcuig : 

Therefore Ills Honour tho Lieutenant- 
Governor has, by and with tho ndvicc of His 
Executive Council, been pleased to order and 
declare, and it is hereby ordered and declared, 
as follows: 

1. It shall and may bo lawful for the 
Minister of Finance of tho Province of 
British Columbia from time to time to advanco 
in tho first instance, out of tho Consolidated 
Revonue of the Provinco. the sums rcqulsito to 
meet and defray all salaries, wages, costs or 
expenses whatsoever Incurred, or to bo in- 
curred, In connection with tho treatment and 
suppression of sinalipox within tho said City of 
Victoria, undor tho said Rules and Regula- 
tions, and under tho Consolidated Health By- 
Law, 18SG. upon Warrants from time to time 
duly certified by tho Provincial Health Olllcor, 
or by tho Municipal Health Ofllcer for tho said 
City, appointed under tho said Regulations 
and approved by His Honour tho Lieutenant. 
Governor. 

2. The said sums shall bo a debt due from tho 
said City of Victoria to Her Majesty, and ahall 
form a charge until fully paid and satisfied up- 
on nil tho revenues of the Baid City from what, 
ever source arising. 

3. On tho third Monday In each month, com- 
mencing with tho month of August, 1892, or on 
such othor days as shall from time to time bo 
designated by tho Licutommt-Governordn- 
Council, a statement showing tho amount bo 
paid out of tho consolidated rovonuo, up to 
and Inclusive of tho dato of such statement, 
shall be made up and signed in duplicato by tho 
Provincial Auditor, nnd shall bo countersigned 
by tho Minlator of Finance ; ono of such state- 
ments shall bo mailed at Victoria In a prepaid 
registered letteraddrcBsed to Lhe Mayor of said 
city. 

i. If, within fourlcon days from the day of 
the mailing of such letter, the said City shall 
not, pay into tho Provincial Treasury at Vic- 
toria tho full amount shewn by such statement 
to havo been paid, tho other of such Btatemonts 
shall be delivered to tho Sheriirfor the County 
of Victoria. 

5. Tho said Shorlff shall then proceed to levy 
execution ngninst the Bald City for tho said 
amount, in tho samo mnnnor as if tho state- 
ment had beenn writ of flori facias upon a 
judgment of tho Supreme Court obtained 
against the said City, and in tho ovent of bis 
being unnblo to malco tho said amount, ho 
shall have full power and nuthorlty, in his own 
samo, to suo for, receive and recover any mon- 
eys due to tho said City, including taxes on 
real property and licenso fees, and pay- 
ment to tho SberilTthcreof shall bo a good an- 
swer In respect of any such moneys, taxes, or 
license fees, to any action or process brought 
or takon for the rccovory thereof by or on be- 
half of tho said City ngainst the persons paying 
the samo nnd such Sherlfl' shall be, for tho 
purposes of theso Rules, and for the collection 
of monoya duo thereunder, a Receiver of nil 
tho rovenues of tho said City, from whatever 
source arising, and ho shall also havo the pow- 
ers and authoi ity conferred by sections HOT) to 
.'110, both inclusive, of tho *' Municipal Act, 
1892;" and the Sheriff shall hold tho moneys to 
bo recovered or rccolvcd by him upon trust, 
in tho llrat place, to pay or retain tho costs of 
lovying, recovering, and, collecting the samo ; 
next In payment in to tho Provincial Treasury 
of tho amount so paid out of tho consolidated 
rovonuo, and tho remuindor (if any) shall bo 
j)a!d to tho said City. 

(1. Where there Is any ambiguity or uncer- 
tainty in any of the said Rules or Regulations 
as lo any offence defined, or purporting 
to bo defined, or as to any ponnlty 
or punishmont imposed, or purporting to bo 
imposed, it shall bo and bo deemed to havo 
been lawful for tho Court making a conviction 
to convict and adjudicato undor section 39 of 
the said Rules. 

7. No conviction, order, or othor proceeding, 
mattor or thing nindo, done, or transacted in 
or ri'lntlng to the execution of the Baid Rules 
and Regulations, or of these Utiles, shall be 
vacated, quashed, or sot aside for want of 
form, nr be removed or removable by certiorari 
or other writ or process whatsoever into tho 
Supremo Court, and no appeal shall lio In any 
caso from any conviction to any Court by any 
procoss whataoovor unless tho consont In writ- 
ing of tho Attorney-General thereto shall havo 
boen first hnd and obtained. 

8. Notwithstanding anything to tho contrary 
appearing in the said Rules and Regulations 
tho maximum torm of imprisonment for any 
infraction of, or neglect of, or disobedience to, 
tho said Rules and Regulations that shall bo 
awarded by any Court shall bo tho term of 
threo months and no moro. 

9. Notwithstanding anything In tho said

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Some Baseball Players Appear 
to Lack Horse Sense 



CONSPICUOUS SAMPLES OF FOLLY. 



Tony Mullane Forsakes tbo Diamond for 
the Variety Stage— What Shall It 1'rofJt 
a riayer to liuclt Agulnst a Stono Wall? 
PrIUo Goctli JScfore it Fall, 

The average baseball player of tliojiro- 
fossional class is not noted for superior 
business sense. Tho history of the national 
game is full of proof to that end. But 
following the recent cut in salaries by all 
tlie League clubs came several instances 
of downright foolishness, which put the 
players perpetrating it on a lino with irre- 
sponsible people for whom the law usually 
provides guardians. 

Tho case of Mullane stands out most 
prominently, however. Tlfero is a man 
whoso salary under his original contract 
was a littlo moro than nineteen dollars a 
day, including Sundays. Under the reduc- 
tion be was asked to accept a smaller sal- 
ary, which would pay him a fraction over 
llfteen dollars a day. He absolutely re- 
fused to be "cut," and was told he must 
submit or accept a release. Ho chose the 
release and got it, knowing full wel| that 
be could not, under tlio present League 
agreement, get a dollar more salary from 
any other club than was proffered by the 
Cincinnati- under the new scale. 

But he took the breath away from the 
world, as it were, by announcing that lie 
would desert the ball Held for tho variety 
stage; that he had signed a contract as a 
song and dance artist at $100 a week. 

Whether lie realized that old artists in 
the song and danco lino are idle and anx- 
iously looking for "jobs" at fifty dollars a 
week is doubtful, and lie doesn't seem to 
have realized that the manager who en- 
gaged him had no other design probably 
than to get all he could out of the novelty 
of a noted pitcher's debut on the variety 
stage and then throw bun back upon a 
cold world. 

Another stubborn victim of tho "now 
scalo" is Tim Keefe. He, too, was so fool- 
ish as to accept a release rather than a re- 
duction, but unlike Mullane he has no 
versatility of talents to fall back upon. 
With Keefe it will be another ease of Lov- 
ett, where the man sacrifices about fifteen 
dollars a day rather than be cut down 
from a twenty dollars per diem salary. 

The madness of these men becomes more 
prominent when it is borne in miml that 
they fully understand the ironclad agree- 
ment which shuts them out from obtain- 
ing more money in another League club, 
and that the Western league was in pro- 
cess of disintegration at the same time, 
Hooding the country with many young and 
promising stars ready and anxious to take 
t he places of theso rebellious players at 
much less salary. 

In 1883 I signed Patrick Gillespie, the 
noted outfielder of the Troy club, to play 
with tho Cihcinnatis of 1SS1. Shortly after- 
ward he notified mo indirectly that lie 
would play with the New Yorks instead, 
because bo could not afford to play for the 
salary specified in his Cincinnati contract, 
Viz., $1,500. 

Several weeks ago I read in a Pennsyl- 
vania newspaper that this same Gillespie 
is working in a coal mine near his native 
place and averages ninety cents a dny for 
ten hours' work. 

In 1881 Tommy Esterbrook. and Tim 
Keefo were star members of tbo Metropoli- 
tan club, of the American association. 
The New York League club wanted their 
services, but under the laws of tlio na- 
tional agreement ten days must elapse 
after notice of their release before any clul 
could resign them, so by connivance be- 
tween the two clubs Manager Mutrle, of 
tho New Yorks, took them on a free trip to 
Bermuda, and while they were gone their 
releases were published. Before they fjot 
back the ten days had elapsed and Muttie 
bad them signed. 

Last week Esterbrook broke an arm 
while playing with a Staten Island club as 
a volunteer, being unable to secure an en- 
gagement at any salary. 

Jack Lynch, the once famous pitcher, 
was in his day the. most unreasonable of 
men on the salary question. Now lie is 
tloing a policeman's duty at about three 
dollars a day. 

Mike Kelly, while in Bin^'biuntou re 
cently, told a reporter that his salary in 
Boston was about $700 a month and they 
proposed to cut it down 8214. Ho com 
plained bitterly about it, but confessed 
that he was helpless to resist and do bet- 
ter. 

[had an interesting "talk'' with Presi- 
dent Williams, of the Western league, and 
thereby got a good understanding of tho 
causes which led to the disaster that over- 
took that once promising organization. 
In the first place the ruins of April and 
May over the Western league circuit were 
very disastrous. Columbus had twenty- 
eight rainy days in May alone. 

In the second place the millennium plan 
soon became distasteful. He was over- 
whelmed with telegrams from the clubs 
demanding new players and calling on 
him to strengthen their teams. Most of 
these demands could not, under the plan 
of organization be granted, and the club 
backers grow indifferent, so that when the 
first financial pressure came they refused 
to respond with more funds. i 

In the third place the $15,000 salary limit 
of the clubs so widely advertised hud a 
tendency to belittle the teams in the larger 
cities. Kansas City, for instance, had been 
represented in the National league and 
American association. Milwaukee and 
Columbus had been members of the latter 
body and Indianapolis was once a League 
city. Omaha and Minneapolis have met- 
ropolitan aspirations and bad no stomach 
for a cheap baseball team, while the bad 

location of the grounds at St. Paul was a 
decided handicap. 

Under these disadvantages the wonder 
is that the Western organisation lasted 
until July. 

The Southern league, composed of much 
smaller cities on its circuit, has done infi- 
nitely better in a business sense, and tho 
Eastern league, while not in the most pros- 
perous condition, has done better than its 
lamented western neighbor. 

There Is a crusade organizing against the 
flat bat and sacrifice bitting. Anson leads 
the onslaught and Ward commands the 
forces in defense. The latter charges that 
Anson is opposed to "bunting" because lie 
can't do any ol" it himself, and Anson re- 
torls that the Hat bat is fit for use only 
by those fellows who have been brought 
up in a tennis court and don't know-how 
to use a round one. 

Both are probably right in part. Sacri- 
fice bitting with the Hat bat as practiced 
by some of the players mid at the right 
time is wholly scientific and enjoyable. 
J5ut the flat bat is so often used by play- : 



ers wdio can neither handle it nor know 
when to use it that much geueral disgust 
has followed. 

Somebody has discovered that baseball 
players, while being more exposed to the 
beat of tho sun than any other class of pro- 
fessionals, are least susceptible to sun- 
stroke. But few cases of the kind have 
ever been heard of from the professional 
ball field, and in none that I can recall has 
there been a fatal result. Thero bo those 
who are so cruel as to suggest that brains 
are an absolutely necessary ingredient of 
sunstroke. As a fact, the baseball player's 
exposure to heat is not of such duration as 
to endanger his life. Ho has too much 
time before and after games to keep cool 
to risk his vitality by a three hours' ex- 
posure in the open field after the midday 
maximum heat has passed, and the daily 
bath which he takes after overy game is 
still another guard against the prostrating 
effects of solar heat. 

He is not in so much danger from heat 
prostration this summer as he is from ner- 
vous prostration caused by the melting 
process brought to bear upon his salary. 

The second championship season in the 
League has begun, but it is too early to see 
what good results, if there be any, it may 
produce. There certainly was no marked 
jump upward in the attendance. Several 
weeks of the new experiment will proba- 
bly be enough to prepare the double cham- 
pionship for a glad funeral next fall.

THE RAILWAY STRIKE. 

Everything Quiet and the Military Have Full 
Control of the Situation. 

Buffalo, N.Y., Aug. 1G. — The presence 
of tho military at Cheektowage, tho sceno 
of the rccont disturbance, was very appar- 
ent to-day. Freight moved with much 
moro freedom than any day sinco tho strike 
bogan. At no point along the lino was any 
attempt made to blockade tho trains. It 
was rumored, this afternoon, that tho Cen- 
tral switchmen would striko, to-night, but 
tho report could not bo verified. Tho Cen- 
tral men aro said to be opposed to handling 
Erie and Lohigh Volley freight. 

At !) o'clock to-night, tho Iilrio road 
started two sections of u train East, with -10 
cars of porishablo freight. Tho train pro- 
ceeded unmolested until reaching Alden 
Station, where tho cars wore boarded by 
strikers who applied tho brakes and pulled 
tho pins, completely disabling both sections. 
An cugino on its way from Black Rock to 
Alden Station, with coupling apparatus, 
was derailed by tho strikers before reach- 
ing its destination, and tho road will be 
blocked for sorno time. A wrecking train 
has been sent from Buffalo. All passenger 
trains have been arriving and leaving on 
time, on both tho Erie and Lehigh roads. 
Everything is quiet at midnight, about tho 
yards, and the military have complt-to con- 
trol of the situation.

OUR SEWER SYSTEM. 

Preparations being Made to Turn Things Over 
to the City— Flushing Out. 

The present portion of the city sowers is 
rapidly approaching completion and for 
several days the contractor bus been flushing 
out parts of the work and otherwise getting 
things into shape for tho turning over of the 
finished undertaking. In tho concrete work 
where the frames como together it is some- 
times necessary to follow up and cement 
places where tho concrete has chipped. This 
is now being done. Tho outfall pipes are 
all in except two steel pipes. The outfall 
houso is in pluco and everything in shape 
except the two pipes which cannotyet bo 
placed, owing to the tides. 

Tho men arc now ut work on Snowden 
street, between Cook and Mobs, getting 
things ready for the inspection. At the 
last test made by Mr. Mo Bean for his own 
satisfaction, the outfall worked to perfec- 
tion, Bonding tho stream of water far out 
into tho sea. Tho water was turned in last 
night for the purpose of cleaning things out, 
so that the inspectors can got through tho 
pipes and seo that everything ia in good 
shape. 

Engineer Mohun bad the matter in hand, 
assisted by somo of Contractor Mcliean's 
men. The test was not oliioial in any way, 
nor was it intended as a test, but Mr. 
Mohun asked to see how tho sewers be- 
haved during the flushing, and the permis- 
sion wus readily granted. 

It is probable that tho official test will be 
made in a fow days, as there remains but 
little to do. Then and not until then, can 
tho real efficacy of tho system be known, 
though thero can be but little doubt that 
everything will work well. It is still an 
open question ua to whether Mr. McBean 
will continue tho work after the comple- 
tion and acceptanco of the present sectiona.
